MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRMAN 


By identifying and helping to develop international pro- 
ject opportunities for Ontario professional service and cap- 
ital goods manufacturing firms, the Ontario International 
Corporation continued to fulfill its mandate last year. 

A broad range of client companies was assisted, 
resulting in the attainment of professional service and 
capital equipment sales contracts in markets around the 
world valued at over $78 million. Furthermore, client 
firms actively pursued international projects valued at 
nearly $3 billion, many of which remain good prospects 
for development over the next one to two years. 

Ontario International’s program initiatives yielded 
exceptional results last year. The International Projects 
Fund (IPF), which cost-shares with firms certain project 
development costs, was fully expended with excellent 
results. Of the 161 loans approved last year and $1.2 mil- 
lion in disbursements, 18 contracts have been awarded to 
Ontario companies to date, valued at an estimated $38 
million. 

It is conservatively estimated that $80,000 worth of 
export sales creates or sustains one job. Based on this 
calculation, the export sales assisted by the IPF last year 
will result in 500 person-years of employment. Further, 
based on an estimate that 8% of export sales are returned 
to Ontario through taxation, $3.4 million of provincial 
revenues will be generated as a result of this single pro- 
gram. 

The Ambassadors Program was implemented in 1988- 
1989 when the first participants from Southeast Asia and 
the People’s Republic of China arrived in Canada to work 
with Ontario engineering and architectural firms. 
Designed to develop professional service and capital pro- 
ject opportunities for Ontario firms in the Asia Pacific 
region, the program co-sponsors with host firms recent 
engineering, architectural and other specialist graduates 


for one year of practical work experience. After returning 


to his or her place of employment in the foreign country - 
typically an organization responsible for project planning, 
decision-making and procurement - the “ambassador” 
continues to be a valuable contact for the Ontario firm. 

Last year four “ambassadors” from China, one from 
Thailand and one from Malaysia began work with Ontario 
firms under this program. 

In an effort to establish regular and meaningful dialogue 
between Ontario International and its client groups, a 
“client outreach” program was initiated in 1988/89. This 
program consists of regular meetings with both traditional 
and non-traditional client groups. Its purpose is to ensure 
that Ontario International is kept aware of the range of 
international project expertise available, and of the major 
international marketing requirements and issues of 
Ontario exporters of professional services and capital 
equipment. Equally important, this initiative is designed 
to ensure that the programs and services of Ontario Inter- 
national continue to meet identified needs and that all 
potential users are aware of them. 

My thanks to the Members of the Board of Directors 
for their active support during the year, and a special note 
of appreciation to those who served on the Contracts and 
Procedures Committee and the International Projects 
Fund Committee. I would also like to congratulate the 
staff of Ontario International who achieved the results of 
which we are all so proud.

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THE YEAR IN BRIEF 


ntario International successfully assisted client firms to 
‘cure export sales contracts valued at over $78 million 
lars last year. 

The majority of the twenty-three contracts signed rep- 
sented sales of professional services, including manage- 
ent consulting, consulting engineering, and architectural 
rvices. Accounting for all but two of the total contracts 
ened last year, these professional service contracts 
nounted to $76 million, or 97 percent of the total value 

f contracts secured. 

Only 3 percent of the total contracts signed represented 

pital equipment sales associated with projects. This rep- 
‘esented a major departure from the previous year, when 

4 percent of the total number of projects and 68 percent 
f the total value of contracts assisted by Ontario Interna- 
‘ional were accounted for by capital equipment sales. 

Contract successes were achieved in twenty countries 
around the world. In terms of contract values, the Middle 
East, South Asia, and Africa comprised the three top 
export markets respectively. 

Another phase of the United Arab Emirates — Commu- 
nity Colleges Development Project represented the single 
largest contract secured with the assistance of Ontario 
international last year. This multi-million dollar project is 
being executed by Educansult Limited, specialists in edu- 
cational programs and facilities. 


Mandate 


Ontario International Corporation was established in 
1980 as a Schedule I, non-profit agency of the Ontario 
Government in response to the recognized need to identify 
export opportunities in international capital projects and 
to assist, market and promote private and public sector 
expertise. In 1984, Ontario International assumed the 
responsibility of marketing internationally Ontario’s 


educational and training resources.

The objective of the agency is to create employment 
and stimulate economic growth in Ontario through 
increased exports of Ontario professional services and 
capital goods. It achieves these objectives by the following 
means: 


Export Support Programs 


Ontario International’s export support programs are 
designed to assist Ontario firms and organizations pene- 
trate export markets and win international contracts. 


The International Projects Fund 

The Fund provides loans to firms on a shared basis 
against certain costs of pursuing specific international 
projects. Funds are provided to offset the costs of prepar- 
ing pre-feasibility and feasibility studies; bid or perfor- 
mance bonds; project proposals; prequalification docu- 
ments, and of international marketing and incoming 
buyers. 


The Ambassadors Program 

The program provides Ontario firms with opportunities 

to win capital projects in Asian markets by sharing with 
firms the costs of bringing recent engineering, architec- 

tural and specialist graduates to Ontario for one year of 
on-the-job training with host firms. 


The Consortia Assistance Program 
The program provides funds for the development of con- 
sortia’s promotional brochures and literature.

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Export Support Services 


Ontario International’s export support services are 
designed to facilitate the identification, pursuit, and secur- 
ing of contracts for international projects. 


Market Intelligence 

Ontario International performs an ongoing market intelli- 
gence function to identify international projects matching 
the capabilities of Ontario professional service and capital 
goods suppliers. Efforts are focussed on the markets offer- 
ing the greatest export opportunities for Ontario exporters, 
and realistic export targets are established to ensure the 
maximum return on expended resources. 


Consultative Assistance 

Ontario International offers intensive client counselling 
on market opportunities and information necessary to the 
development of marketing strategies. 


Market Development 

Information on aspects of conducting business interna- 
tionally is disseminated regularly through conferences, 
seminars, and special events. 


Export Leadership and Coordination 
Ontario International promotes and assists, where appro- 
priate, in the formation of consortia to provide a service or 
a service-product package that firms might not be able to 
export on an individual basis. 

Potential private-public and private sector linkages 
are identified and encouraged in circumstances where such 
linkages improve participants’ export competitiveness.

The Corporation serves as a co-ordinating agency for 
private and public sector service exports and plays a key 
role in accessing foreign customers to the skills and exper- 
tise of the private sector. In instances where public sector 
expertise complements that of the private sector, Ontario 
International mobilizes appropriate public sector resources 
to work with the private sector lead. 


Contacts Facilitation 
Ontario International’s government-to-government 
contacts and services promote the interest and confidence 
on the part of international customers in doing business 
with Ontario firms. 

An extensive network of contacts is also maintained 
with international development institutions and key 
Canadian development, financing and business institutions. 


Prime Contractor 

In rare instances where government-to-government con- 
tracts provide a competitive advantage, Ontario Interna- 
tional will assume a role as prime contractor on a “last 
resort” basis on behalf of qualified companies or as a con- 
sortium leader to the private or public sector. 


Organization 


Ontario International was reorganized into three units- 
(1)Market Development, to promote Ontario professional 
service exports around the world; (2)Corporate Develop- 
ment, to broaden awareness of the Corporation’s roles and 
activities, to perform research, analysis and strategic 
planning, and (3)Finance and Administration, to adminis- 
ter funds and contracts. 

This reorganization simplified the allocation of existing 
resources and allowed for the standardization of objec- 
tives, methodologies, programs, and management direc- 
tion along functional lines.

Clients 


Ontario International has over 800 firms registered as 
clients, representing the following specialties and disci- 
plines: consulting engineers, project planners and devel- 
opers, contractors, architects, management consultants, 
specialty consultants, and consortia of services companies 
and capital goods manufacturers. 

The major areas of client expertise in both the private 
and public sectors include power generation and distribu- 
tion, transportation systems, telecommunications sys- 
tems, mining, architectural design, educational systems 
and training, agriculture, health care, environmental 
protection, water supply and sewage, project manage- 
ment, construction management, remote sensing, public 
administration, urban planning and management, science 
center/theme park developments, and tourism and hospi- 
tality developments. 


Results 


Over the past nine years, the Corporation has succeeded 
in assisting Ontario firms in both the private and public 
sectors to identify, pursue, and secure 145 international 
contracts valued at nearly $425 million. 

Studies of the impact of exports reveal that each 
$80,000 of international contract revenues results in one 
person-year of employment, and that approximately eight 
percent of the value of each contract is contributed to 
provincial revenues. On this basis, Ontario International’s 
project assistance has resulted in 5,313 person-years of 
employment and over $34 million in provincial revenues. 
As of June, 1989 Ontario exporters using the Corpora- 
tion’s programs are actively pursuing 318 projects in 88 
countries valued at $2.9 billion in potential fees and prod- 


uct sales. 


Among the successful projects assisted by Ontario 
International last year was the development of the first 
phase of a health care system in the Bahamas. Resources 
Management Consultants Ltd. (RMC) of Toronto signed 
a contract to provide institutional strengthening of the 
Bahamas Health Ministry. Services to be provided include 
human resources development, planning, design, construc- 
tion and commissioning of two hospitals - one in Nassau, 
the other in Freeport. The Ontario value of the first phase 
of this project is $3 million. 

Another notable contract assisted by the Agency last 
year was the Bangladesh Crop Diversification Project. 
The project was awarded to Agrodev Canada Inc. of 
Ottawa and involves a study which will determine which 
crops should be grown in order to achieve maximum self- 
sufficiency and profitability. The contract is valued at $20 
million.
